BERLIN ADMITS AN ADVANCE BY ALLIES 


(By United Press) 


Berlin (via London), Sept. 3.—An advance by 


the allies west and south of Coucy-le-Chateau, was 
admitted by the war office today. 


Paris, Sept. 3.—4:00 p. m.—The British are 


fighting into the western edge of the Chemin-des- 
Dames, having reached Laffaux rnill, 6j miles 
northeast of Soissons. 


The Germans are energetically defending their 


positions toward Laon. The German rear guard 
counter-attacked five times north of the Aisne 
•without success. 


London, Sept. 3.—A further advance by the 


British was.registered.-today when portions two 
miles west of Neuve Chappels were occupied. 
This is an advance of about one mile at the south- 
ern extremity of the Armentiers front. 


The British have also occupied Hamblain at 


the northern end of the Drocourt-Queant front. It 
is six miles east of Arras, south of the Scarpe river. 


With the British Army in France, Sept. 3.— 


The break in the Hindenburg linejabove Queant 
^now exceeds seven miles, extending behind Etaing 
to the north. 
Ten thousand German prisoners were taken 


yesterday. Thousands more swarmed down the 
road like sheep.
